Colby Bolts Briggs. 

There had been another important change 
in the situation. State Assessor David Baird 
of Camden, who had succeeded in securing 
pledges of support from about eighteen mem- 
bers, announced hie withdrawal from the 
contest, and immediately Senator William 
G. Bradley of the same county announced 
himself a candidate. This was followed 
shortly afterwards by a declaration from 
Senator Colby that he would not support Mr. 
Briggs it the latter was chosen by the cau- 
cus. He gave as a reason that he regarded 
Mr. Briggs as being im the same class of poll- 
ticlans with Mr. Dryden. 


But One Ballot Needed. 25 

About 8 o' clock in the afternoon, with forty

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KAISER BLATED AT VICTORY 


Emperor Delivers Speech to Elec- 
tion Crowd from Window. 


SMASHES PRECEDENT AGAIN. 


Auncaseoment of Socialist Defeat Is 
Marked by Historical Seenes. 


[SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.] 
BERLIN, Feb. 5.—The reballoting election 
returns today thus far received show further 
losses for the social democrats. Counting the 
results of the first ballots, their total loss is 
now thirty-nine seats against four gained. A 
few results of the reballoting are still out- 


democrats probably will have less than fifty 
seats in the new reichstag. The center party 
has secured 106 seats. 

In the First electoral district of Berlin, an 
imperial constituency, Dr. Kaempf, progres- 
sive, defeated Herr Arons, social democrat. 
This is a great triumph for the kaiser. 

The kaiser spent the evening with Chan- 
cellor von Bülow. Afterwards he rode slowly 
in an automobile along Unter den Linden. 
Many persons approached his car and put 
theis hands inside to congratulate his 
majesty; who laughed and nodded. He or- 
dered the police not to interfere with the 


people. 
Mob Surges About Palace. 

When the result of the reballoting became 
known, and the defeat of the socialist in the 
imperial precinct was certain, a crowd of 50. 
000 persons approached the royal residence 
and cheered the kaiser to the echo. A naval 
officer appeared upon a balcony, and an- 
nounced that the emperor and the empress 
would appear shortly. While awaiting his 
majesty, the crowd sang patriotic songs with 
enthusiasm, and when the emperor finally 
appeared at a brilliantly lighted window the 
people broke out into mighty shouts of 
Hoch!“ 

His majesty was accompanied by the 
kaiserin, with a white woolen wrap about her 
shoulders, and by the crown prince and 
others of his sons. The empress stood beside 
her husband, while the princes stood in the 
background. 


Kaiser in a Stump Speech. 

The emperor waved his handkerchief and 
pronounced in a loud voice the student com- 
mand, ‘‘sflentium.’’ The crowd quickly 
subsided to perfect stillness, and then the 
emperor said: 

I thank you from my heart for your ova- 
tion. The result of the election shows the 
truth of the Iron Chancellor’s words that 
Germany can ride in the saddle, and if my 
people remain united, both of high and low 
degree, and all confessions of faith, she will 
not only ride, but know how to ride down 
everybody and everything which stands in 
her way. 

1 hope that this demonstration is not a 
mere temporary burst of patriotism, but that 
it represents the fixed determination of my 
people to stand together for all that 
contributes to the glory and greatness of 
our fatherland. Germany hes learned the 
art of victory, and I have no doubt she will 
continue to use the art she hae learned.“ 

The crowd here broke out with prolonged 
shouts of yes and applause. Their ma- 
jesties remained for some minutes on the 
balcony replying with bows to the demon- 
strations of the crowd. The scene at the 
palace was higtorical, as this was the first 
time since his accession that the kaiser has 
spoken in this manner to his people. 


Crowd Hears Von Buelow, Too. 

Earlier in the night the enthusiastic crowd, 
after marching through the streets singirz 
“The Watch ou the Rhine and other pa- 
triotic songs, proceeded to the palace of im- 
perial Chancellor von Bülow, to whom they 
gave a hearty ovation. 

Prince von Bülow walked across his garden 
to the street, and, speaking through the tron 
railing, he addressed the cheering populace 
as follows: 

I thank you that your patriotic sentiments 
have again brought you here. On Dec. 181 
closed my final appeal to the reichstag with 
the words that the government would do its 
duty, with confidence in the German people. 
That confidence was not misplaced. What 
won the victory on Jan. 25 and today was 
the German spirit, which is immortal. If we 
remain true to this German spirit, especially 
if the youths of Germany become thoroughly 
imbued therewith, then we can calmly and 


joyfully look forward to the future of the 


fatherland. And now join with me im the 
expression of the sentiment of love and fidell- 
ty to our German fatherland unto death. 
Hoch!“ 

When this signal was given the assembled 
multitude broke out into a mighty roar of 
cheering, and, baring their heads, the people 
sang Deutschland Uber Alles.“

Edward, in Paris, Calls Up Actress, In- 
quires Time of Play, and Attends 
Performance.

PARIS, Feb. 6—While Mme. Bernhardt 
was dressing yesterday some one unwilling 
to give his name wanted herat the telephone. 
She went and inquired who it was. “It’s 
the king of England,“ replied the voice, 
which Mme. Pernhardt recognized as King 
Edward's. Quite a conversation followed. 
The king finally asked at what hour her play 
began. She replied: 

For you, sire, we commence at 8:45."

A.—No, if the condition is pure- 
ly functional and that functional condition has 
been excited as the result of a particularly normal 
act and circumstance—if the act and circum- 
stance are removed, I believe that the condition 
will soon remove itself. 

Q.—Do you believe that a man may be a descend- 
ant of a crazy people, may attack a man and kill 
him in an outburst of insane homicidal delusion, 
and that he has a psycopathic history of a grow- 
ing character—that he can both be insane just 
before and at the time he does it and sane imme- 
diately after? A.—Not immediately after. 

Q.—How soon after?. A.—It depends upon cir- 
cumstances and surroundings. 

Q.—Was there anything in the transactions in 
this case which showed that this man was not 
sane right afterwards—is there anything that 
has been stated here to you that leads you to 
believe that Harry Kendall Thaw was insane im- 
mediately after he shot Stanford White? A.—I 
believe that everything at that time was an in- 
sane act. 

Q.—What was the insane act? A.—The de- 
meanor and manner of circumstances. 

Q.—What manner of circumstances? A.—Is it 
unusual for ordinary people to act in that man- 
ner. I do not believe that Harry Thaw took 
into consideration all those people there on -the 


Expert’s Argument Not Strong. 

Mr. Jerome then rehearsed what went on 
before and after the shooting. He finally got 
Dr. Wiley to admit he knew of nothing to 
show that Thaw's act in going to the roof 
garden was unusual. He said that Thaw’s 
actions were unusual as compared with the 
sane man who killed a man, but usual as com- 
pared with the insane.

| lawyers, who didn't seem to know just in what 
order their witnesses were to be called. 


Finally Dr. John Franklin Bingame 
Pittsburg was summoned from the witness 
room He said he had known Harry Thaw 
for over thirty years, and that he knew Mrs. 
William Thaw. He is the Thaw family phy- 
sician and has been for years. He attended 
Harry Thaw — he was 2 or 3 years old. 
Thaw had children's diseases and St. Vitus’ 
dance. Thaw was wakeful when he was 
young, slept badly, and wa#of a ly nerv- 
He had the St. Vitus’ 
dance for two or three weeks. Dr. Bingamen 
said that Thaw’s condition might be called 
a neurotic temperament. 

Mr. Jerome only asked two questions on 
‘crose-examination. In response to them Dr. 
Bingaman said that Thaw had the St. Vitus’ 
dance when he was 6 or 7 years old, and from 
that period he had been attending the Thaw 
family. That satisfied Mr. Jerome. 


Ancient Conversation Not Allowed. 

The next witness was Benjamin Boman, 
who lives in Brooklyn. Mr. Gleason wanted 
him to testify toa conversation he hed with 
Thaw in Fifth avenue in 1908, but Justice 
Fitzgerald decided that it was too remote, al- 
though Mr. Gleason argued to the contrary 
for some time. Justice Fitzgerald said that 
if Mr. Gleason could give him any authority 
admitting it he would allow the witnesses to 
be recalled. : , 

It was hear 4 o'clock then, but Mr. Glee 
asked for an adjournment, saying that be- 
cause of the storm he had not had time to 
get some memoranda he had. Mr. Jerome 
protested, saying that the defendant's wit- 
nesses ought to be ready, and Justice Fits- 
gerald upheld him, mentioning that the jury 
was being kept locked up and some consid- 
eration should be taken of them. . 


Relative of Thaw on Stand. 

„Then I call A. Lee Thaw," said Mr. Glea- 
son. 

Mr. Thaw, a clean cut man of about 40, 
said that he was a relativeof Thaw. Thaw’s 
father and his father were first. cousins. 
His father died on Oct. 25, 1885. Mr. Gleason 
wanted to know if he knew of his own know!l- 
edge what his father died of. 

Mr. Jerome objected to the question. Mr. 
Jerome said it was perfectly obvious from 
Mr. Gleason’s opening that he wanted to 


show hereditary insanity in Thaw by acts 


of other members of the family. 

“TI desire to prove by this witness,” said 
Mr. Gleason, the mental condition of his 
father—the witness’ father.“ Then Mr. 
Gleason went on to argue that the testimony 
of relatives of the defendant was compe- 
tent. He sald he wanted to introduce testi- 
mony as to the mental condition of a de- 
scendant from a common ancestor of Harry 
K. Thaw, and he said he thought he hada 
right to prove the insanity of an aunt or an 
uncle or a first cousin, according to Mr. 
Jerome's argument. 

Fight Over Ancestor’s Insanity. 

Mr. Jerome sald a first cousin was ex- 
cluded. Mr. Gleason went on to say that, 
as he understood the law, it was competent to 
prove that insanity existed in the family of 
the defendant. 

“That is,” sald Mr. Jerome, that Harry 
had hereditary insanity because he had a 
common ancestor with this witness.”’ 

„That is it exactly, said Mr. Gleason. I 
mean that the term hereditary insanity as 
laid down in the books is not that the father 
or grandfather is included with the insanity, 
but the persons who are claimed to be in the 
bond of psychopathy are traced back to the 
same ancestor, and that is the only test laid 
down in the book. 

„What are you speaking of now, medical or 
law books?” asked Justice Fitzgerald. 

„Law books,” said Mr. Gleason. 


Court Rules Against Defense. 

After some more argument by Mr. Gleason 
Justice Fitzgerald said: ‘ I understand that 
the purpose wag to bring out this matter of 
evidence which may arise throughout the 
trial, and in view of it and for that pur- 
pose I was anxious to get the views of coun- 
sel. The cases that I have been able to ex- 
amine myseif upon the matter do not seem 
to have been before the Appellate courts. It 
is clear and apparent here thet where other 
lines mingled in the marriage relation with 
some of defendaft’s relations, if any per- 
son manifested any imbecility there is 
as strong a probability that they inherited 
it from the line with which the defendant 
was not connected as from the line with 
which he was connected, and that it would 
therefore appear there ought to be, if 
the evidence is material or competent—there 
ought to be before it is introduced some evi- 
dence excluding the probability to which I 
have directed attention. 

„% Now, the expression of other relatives 
must have some limitation. How many gen- 
erations can you go? If you take the word 
relative in its general gense, how many 
generations will the court be allowed to re- 
fer to in all branches of collateral lines? It 
must be considered as having some limita- 
tion.“ 

Mr. Gleason continued to fight, but Justice 
Fitzgerald said that he did not consider the 
evidence competent, but he would allow the 
witnesses to be recalled if there was au- 
thority for admitting his testimony. The 
last question put by Mr. Gleason was wheth- 
er his father had died in a sanitarium in 
Richmond, but Mr. Thaw was not allowed 


to answer. 


Jerome Baffles Another Attempt. 

Dr. John T. Deemer of Kitanning, Pa., was 
called after Mr. Thaw. He said he had 
known Harry Thaw for about twenty-five 
years and that he attended him when he was 
a boy about 10 years old. He said he knew 
Henry Copely, a other of Mrs. William 
Thaw. He knew him for about six years, 
between 1883 and 1889. 

“What was his mental condition?” asked 
Mr. Gleason. 

His mental condition was weak.” 

Dr. Deemer also said he knew John Ross, 
a relative of Thaw. His parents were Wash- 
ington Ross and Margaret Copely Ross. Mrs. 
Ross was a sister of Mra. Thaw. He said he 


„knew John Ross for twenty-five years. Mr.

Justice Fitzgerald sustained the ob- 
jection, although Mr. Gleason protested. 


Jerome Gives a Little Hope. 

Mr. Jerome said that the law on the ques- 
tion was a little confusing, and until it had 
been definitely decided whether the testimony 
was admissable or not he would like to have 
the witnesses, Dr. Deemer and A. Lee Thaw, 
to be feady to be recalled to the stand. Mr. 
Gleason said he thought the examination of 
the witnesses was over, and he wanted to 
know if Mr. Jerome would be allowed to 
continue a cross examination. It was finally 
explained to Mr. Gleason that Mr. Jerome 
would only cross-examine if their testimony 
was admitted.

Preperations for the rehabilitation of Chi- 
cago street car lunes will proceed without 
further delay, on the theory thet the traction 
ordinances will be passed by the city council 
Monday night over Mayor Dunne’s veto and 


the April election. 

This means that more cars and more men 
will be placed on the lines at once wherever 
practicable. Options which already had been 
obtained on cars and rails will be extended 
and contracts will be entered into, so that 
as soon as the board of supervising engi- 
neers has been selected, some time in April, 
the work of rehabilitation will not be hin- 
dered. f 

Contracts will be let for power houses. 
Substations of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany already in process of erection will be 
rushed to completion. 

Plans that have been prepared for the pre- 
liminery work of rehabilitation, including the 
rerouting: of ears, extensions, and power 
planta, Will be completed within the next six 
weeks for the guidance of the board of su- 
pervising engineers. 

Preliminary plans will be made for the sub- 
way system for downtown Chicago. 


Developments of the Day. 

Other developments of the traction situa- 
tion during the day, following the adoption 
dot both ordinances at 4a. m. by the vote of 66 
to 13, were as follows: 

Mayor Dunne practically stated that he would 
veto the traction ordinances, although he declined 
to say 80 in those words. He said the ordinances 
were rushed through the council at high pressure 
and In “ uncalled for and indecent haste. 

It wes generally conceded, even by Ald. Dever, 
that the council] would pass the traction measures 
over the mayor’s veto. 

Aldermanic candidates for re@lection prepared to 
go before their constituents in the interest of the 
ordinances. 

United Societies for Local Self-Government filed 
with the board of election commissioners objec- 
tions to the three horned petition of the Referen- 
dum league. 

Attorney George Manierre, representing eastern 
financial interests, it was stated, finished counting 
names on the council petition for referendum. 
Would not say whether there would be a contest. 

Attorneys Henry Crewford and C. H. Aldrich, 
who claim to represent bondholders of underlying 
companies, expected to appeal from decisions to 
be made by Judge Groescup in settling the Union 
Traction tangle in federal court. 

Plans for an active campeign against the ord- 
nances will be laid today by joint referendum com- 
mittee. It is said fifty speakers will make cam- 
paign of education,’’ Including Mayor Dunme, Ald. 
Dever, and Margaret Haley. 


Mayor Shows Disappointment. 

Mayor Dunne was about the only person 
who could not be interested in the prospects 
of rehabilitation. of the street car systems. 
He could not be induced to talk on the sub- 
ject. He had left the council chamber at 4 
o'clock in the morning, after the passage 
of the ordinances, apparently in fairly good 
humor, but during the day he gave out offi- 
cial” typewritten statements in which his 
keen disappointment and irritation were 
manifested. 

In the final Bulletin, issued 
afternoon, the mayor said: 

The uncalled for and indecent haste with 
which these ordinances were rushed through 
at high pressure in an early morning session 
of the council, called immediately after a high 
pressure session of the committee on local 
transportation, at which a large number of 
amendménts were offered without being 
printed, and at which a most important 
agreement purporting to settle the General 
Electric railway obstacle was for the first 
time presented, will not, in my judgment, 
tend to assure the people that the ordinances 
fully safeguard the public interests in the 
matter of provision for the municipalization 
of the street railway systems. 

At- will, on the contrary, tend to accentuate 
and extend throughout the city the belief that 
the ordinances are not safe for the people. 

** Ald. Dever, Derpa, Zimmer, myself, and 
others have pointed out most serious objec- 
tionable features in these ordinances, and 
yet the council hastily and hurriedly drove 
them through in an all night session, which 
terminated at 4 o'clock this morning. Legis- 
lation jammed through in this hurried and 
precipitous manner is not likely to be re- 
garded with confidence by the public at large. 

“TI regret exceedingly that the council did 
not proceed’ with more deliberation and ma- 
ture refiection.”’

“I think my position is well understood on 
that proposition,’’ he answered. 

I intend, in so far as Hes within my power, 
to keep my pledges to the people and to se- 
cure for them bona fide municipal ownership 
ordinances.

He repeated his old objection to the meas-

Members of the council committee on trans- 
portation and other aldermen were inter- 
ested chiefly in the prospect that their con- 
stituents at last were in the way of getting 
relief from the present intolerable condi- 
tions of street car service. 


Money Put Up for New Cars. 

The first cheerful news in that direction 
came from the Union Traction company. 
Announcement was made that the corpora- 
tion had deposited $540,000 with a New York 
trust company for the purchase of 100 new 
cars of the best pattern, to be placed in opera- 
tion as soon as they can be turned out from 
the shops. 

The Chicago City railway company, haev- 
ing looked ahead, has an option on 800 cars 
and 5,000 tons of steel rails. It cannot place 
the new cars, which are all of the heaviest 
type, in operation, however, until the lighter 
rails on certain of its line are re- 
placed wits heavier rails. The rails on some 
of the outlying electric lines are too light to 
bear the we of heavy cars. 

Under the s that have been made for 
rehabilitation the Chicago City railway com- 
pany win have 800 new cars of the type now 
used in Indiana avenue, The Union Trac- 
tion company will have 1,200 suca cars for the 
north and west sides. Under the provisions 
of the ordinance the traction companies 
must 1 — $40,000,000 on such improve- 
ments within the next three years. 


Subway and Through Routes. 
The chief improvement under the rehabii- 
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dermen have worked hard. The present ordi- 
nences follow the lines of the Werno letter, 
make ample provision for municipal owner- 
ship, and met all the demands of the mayor 
until recently. The most important feature 
of them in the minds of most of the people 
is that relating to good service. These are 
so simple that a child can understand them.” 
Ald. Foreman said the ordinances would be 
passed over the mayor's veto

fear but the measures will pass by an over- 
whelming majority. They ere designed in 
the interest of good service, and that is what 
the people want. The trouble is so many 
attempts have been made to blind the citi- 
zens to the real meaning of the measures. 
The Chicago City railway company, in my 
belief, will proceed as rapidly as possible to 
put its lines in perfect condition. The re- 
habilitation of the Union Traction company 
lines will not be so speedy for the reason that 
it is handicapped by its debts. 

“The ordinances will be passed over the 
mayor's veto. The vote will certainly be-as 
strongly in favor of the ordinances as it was 
last night, and there probably will be addi- 
tions. It will be a different proposition. 
Some of the aldermen voted this morning on 
deferring the passing of the ordinances. 
Monday night it will be a final vote, and an 
alderman might be justified in changing his 
vote under such a condition—on one hand 
settlement of the traction question a 
fair basis ahd on the other long dela d 
probably working out the settlement oft dif- 
ferent lines that would be less satisfactory.” 


„Ready for Mayor’s Veto. 

Ald. Werno, chairman of the committee on 
transportation, said that every person he had 
seen during the day expreseed satisfaction 
over the passage of the ordinances. 

“The ordinances will be passed over 
Mayor Dunne's veto,” said he, if the mayor 
exercises that power. The aldermen have 
made up their minds about the ordinances 
and nothing now can change it. The trac- 
tion companies probably will begin to put 
on new cars. As for the reconstruction of 
the lines, that is hardly likely to take place 
until after the ordinances have been ap- 
proved by the people. I have no doubt the 
people will vote in their favor. The small 
business people especially arein hearty favor 
of an immediate settlement of the traction 
question. 

“T believe the people will place their em- 
phatic approval of the ordinances at the 
polls,“ said Ald. Frank I. Bennett, another 
member of the committee on transportation. 
„They provide first class service, which is 
insured throughout the term of the ordinances 
by a board wf engineers practically chosen 
by the community. 

„„ The ordinances also provide sufficient 
compensation. for the city. Experts have 
figured that in twenty years the city’s share 
of the net proceeds will amount to $50,000,000. 
Meanwhile the people will have a long ride 
for 5 cents in a comfortable ear.” | 

„Wasted My Breath,” Says Dever. 

Ald. Dever said he believed the council 
would pass the ordinances over the mayor's 
veto. ‘ 

„I might es well have saved my breath,”’ 
said he, discussing his efforts of the night 
before. My opponents did not play a fair 
game. I don’t know whether I will go out 
and Speak against the ordinances or not. 

Ald. Zimmer, another of Mayor Dunne 
supporters on the committee on local trans- 
portation, said that the ordinances were not 
entirely bad, but he would vote against them 
next Monday night. 

Judge Grosscup also expressed the belief 
that the companies would proceed toward 
rehabilitation without delay. He said the or- 
dinances met with his entire approval. 

The United Societies for Local Self-Govern- 
ment, which are organized for the purpose of 
fighting the Sunday closing movement, in 
the afternoon filed objections to the three- 
horned petition of the referendum league 
committee with the election commissioners. 
In the beginning of the circulation of this 
petition the organization went on record in 
opposition to it, because it sought to place 
on the election ballots in April, along with 
the traction questions a proposition to re- 
peal the Sunday closing laws. The united 
societies want this proposition disposed of by 
the legislature in the city charter. 

The objections to the petition are as 
follows: 

1. It is void for the reason that there are three 
propositions to be placed on the same ballot. 

2. The third proposition [relating to Sunday clos- 
ing) is void. It is not a question of public policy 
for the city of Chicago, but is a question of public 
policy for the state. 

8. The petition is void for the reason that it is 
not signed by 25 per cent of the voters of Chicago. 

4. It is void for the reason that it is composed of 
forged and fictitious signatures, and is signed by 
aliens, nonresidents, and minors. 

5. Some of the said petitions contein certain 
propositions and others contain different propo- 
sitions. 

The objections are signed by the follow- 
ing, as registered voters and members of the 
political actions committee of the organiza- 
‘tion: Charles A. Gilbert, president; John A. 
Cervenka, August Lueders, Fritz Glogauer, 
John F. Smulski, Edward T. Noonan, Walter

Hearing on the objections has been set for 
Friday. 


Council Petition Names Counted. 


For two days Attorney George Manierre 
has had e force of twenty clerks counting 
the signatures to the petition that was cir- 
culated with the approval of the city council. 
It was announced last night with the con- 
clusion of the work that 209,000 signatures 
had been counted. Mr. Manierre said that he 
wag not at liberty to divulge the identity of 
the persons for whom he was acting. Neither 
would he indicate whether he intended to 
contest the petition. The impression at the 
office of the election commissioners was that 
he was acting in the interest of eastern finan- 
ciers who wished to be certain that the refer- 
endum petition was legal before advancing 
any money for the improvement of the trac- 
tion lines under the meaures adopted by the 
city council. 

It was reported during the day that Attor- 
neys C. H. Aldrich and Henry Crawford, 
whose motion in Judge Grosscup’s court re- 
cently for an injunction restraining the set- 
tlement of the traction question was denied, 
would in succeeding litigation endeavor to 
have their grievances adjusted by Justice 
Day of this district, or, if he would not 
hear it, before Justice Fuller.

CASHING CHECKS. 


William A. Kaphen, 935 North Rock- 
well Street, Reads Story of German 
Cobbler Who Borrowed Captain's 
Uniform to Capture Town, and 
Buys ‘Soldier Clothes” to Prove 
His Ability es Masquerader—From 
Victoria Hotel to Pelice Station. 


Not to be outdone by the German cobbler. 
who, in a borrowed army capte in's uniform, 
captured a town and made the whole world 
laugh, William A. Kaphen, 19 years old, 935 
North Rockwell street, is said to have used 
the garb of a lieutenant of the United States 
army to obtain quarters at the Victoria hotel 
and to cash checks at the store of Marshal! 
Field & Co. 

At the hotel he assumed the name of Lieut. 
W. A. Blue. His quarters were changed last 
night to a cell at central station, and he was 
booked under the plain name of Kaphen, with 
four charges of forgery against him. 

Kaphen formerly was a special delivery 
messenger at the general postoffice, but tired 
of that occupation, and on Dec. 1 enlisted in 
the regular army as a bugler. He was sent to 
Seattle, Wash., but there, it is said, was dis- 
charged from the army because of his youth 
and light weight. Instead of returning to 
Chicago he remained on the coast, and, so he 
claims, me drillmaster in a military 
school at Seattle. 


Becomes a Lieutenant, U. . A. 


He finally became tired of life away from 


Chicago and came back a few weeks ago. 
On Feb. 1 he went to the Victoria hotel and 
registered as “Lieut. W. A. Blue, Fort 
Sheridan.“ At the hotel he appeared occa- 
sionally in the full dress uniform of an army 
lieutenant, and at other times. wore plain 


fatigue dress. To the belboys he recounted | 


hie father’s deeds of valor in the Cuban war, 
and told of how hie ancestor was slain by 
Spaniards as he led his company to the front 
in the battle of San Juan hill. 

When the lad needed money, it is said, he 
went to the store of Marshal) Field & Co and 
called on S. S. David of the hotel and con- 
tract bureau. He told Mr. David he was 
Leut. Gibbons of a western post; that 
his banking was done in Seattle, in proof 
of which he produced a check book on a 
Seattle batik: Incidentally he claimed to 
have secured from Supt. Baker of the Seattle 
school a letter of Introduction to Mr. David. 


Cashes’ Check for Friend’s Sake. 


Mr. David and Mr. Baker are old friends, 
and as a favor a check was cashed. After 
the transaction Mr. David became suspicious 
and went to the Federal building. There, it 
ip alleged, he wae told by a watchman that 
the young man had been seen about the 
building with an army uniform on. This 
reassured Mr. David and he let the matter 


pass. 

„Leut. Gibbons’ * funds again became 
low and he returned to Mr. David, who 
cashed the second, third, and fourth checks 
for the young man. By this time his suspi- 
cions were reawakened and he notified the 
policé. Investigation developed the fact that 
Kaphen had represented himself to army 
officers as an officer of the Washington state 
militia. 


Cobbler Story His Inspiration. 

When arrested Kaphen is said to have ad- 
mitted that he was not an army officer and 
to have said he got the idea for his adven- 
ture from the story of the German cobbler. 

According to detectives to whom he talked, 
Kaphen purchased the uniform he wore from 
a dealer in second hand garments of that 
nature in Chicago and used the name of W. 
A. Blue” because that name was woven in 
the cap he bought. 

According to Maj. Liggett of Fort Sheri- 
dan, Kaphen wore upon his uniform the in- 
signia of an.aid-de-camp to a commanding 
officer. 

Kaphen paid $20 for the soldier clothes.” 
They cost Marshall Field & Co. $140 through 
the cashing of checks.

HE IS ASKED TO HELP RAISE A 
$2,000,000 FUND. 


Episcopal Laymen Meet in Orchestra 


Hall and Are Urged to Aid in Plan 
to Celebrate 300th Anniversary in 
America by Assisting in Getting 
Tegether Big Sum—The Rev. Hiram

Everybody works but father in the 
churches, Mothers hold their ald societies, 
sisters get up the benefit socials, but father 
doesn't exert himgelf enough.

In this vein the Rev. Hiram R. Hulse of 
New York, general secretary of the Episco- 
pal Laymen’s Forward Movement, appealed 
last. night to the 2,500 members of the Lay- 
men's association of the Chicago diocese to 
take an active part in raising a fund to be 
presented to the church at the 800th anni- 
versary of the founding of the Episcopal 
church in America, at Jamestown, Va., next 
October. The massmeeting of the Laymen’s 
Forward Movement and the Missionary 
Thank Offering. society of the diocese was 
held in Orchestra hall and was well attended. 


Bishop Anderson Presides. 

In opening the meeting Bishop C. P. Ander- 
son of the Chicago dloeese, who presided, ex- 
plained that the laymen of the national 
church body, as the Laymen's Forward 
Movement, have undertaken to raise $2,000,- 
000 for this anniversary occasion. In an elo- 
quent address he told the great good the 
church misefons at home and abroad are do- 
ing, and urged the men to become more active 
in church work. He advocated the influence 
of Christianity in dealing with the Japanese 
on the Pacific, rather than trying to awe them 
with a demonstration of naval power.

Dr. R. A. White, Speaking at Banquet 
of Independent Religious Society, 
Declares This Is Chicago’s Need. 


Chicago's need for decent places of amuse~ 
ment r ite young people and the apathy 
and neglect of the church to accept its mis- 
sion and cope with modern social needs, was 
the subject of a stirring address on “ The 
Modern Church dy the Rev. R. A. White 
at the seventh annual dinner of the Inde- 
pendent Religious Society of Chicago at the 
Palmer house last night. 

„The one great force which, more than 
another, makes for the moral. health or dis- 
ease of Chicago is that of the social pleas- 
said Dr. White. “ The question of 
amusement ie the great question. It is a 
thing which the churches of the city must 
recognize and take up; it is the one great 
need of Chicago, and the churches have not 
seen it. It is a boy and girl proposition and 
that is why it is of supreme importance. 

“The churches of Chicago do not give 
boys and giris the right sort of amusement: 
they approach the problem in a halting and 
apologetic manner. They have turned the 
question of amusements over to profession- 
als, to the proprietors of saloons and dance 
halls. 

My young Indians of boys demand and 
have a right to demand a more manful and 
gane amusement than the churches furnish, 
and I don’t want them to attend silly church 
festivals and entertainments. They want 
to dance, to play cards, baseball, billiards, 
to box, and I'm glad they do. These young 
people from the country who are alone and 
unacquainted in the city have a natural de- 
sire for companionship, and yet the church 
stands back and sends them to the dance 
alls and parks. The modern church must 
search society for modern needs and the 
knowledge gained must be put into right 
practice in the world of affairs.’ 

Other speakers of the evening were David 
M. Hills, John C. Richberg, and Dr. Smith 
of the Peopie’s church of Aurora. M. M. 
Mangasarlan, lecturer of the Independent 
Religious society, presided as toastmaster 
and introduced the speakers.

DISAPPEARANCE OF CHARLES 


SCHONLAU ADDS SENSATION. 


Former Tailor in Monadnock Build- 
ing, Who Is Said to Have Cashed 
Checks for Missing Merchant Twe 
Days After the Latter Was Report- 
ed to Have Committed Suicide, Sud- 
denly Leaves the City When Want- 
ed as Witness in Bankruptcy Caace. 


A new sensation in the Wieboldt investiga- 
tion in Referee in Bankruptcy Eastman’s 
court was sprung yesterday when Charles 
Schonlau, 279 Winthrop avenue, formerly 
proprietor of a tailoring store in the Monad- 
nock building, failed to appear in response 
to a subpoena issued at the request of James 
Rosenthal, attorney for the receiver of Wie- 
boldt's business. 

Testimony given on Monday by Albert 
Gatterdam, a tailor, 146 La Salle street, 
established the fact that Schonlau is the man 
who cashed the checks for Wieboldt two 
days after the latter is supposed to have 
committed suicide. 

Gatterdam said the two trunks filled with 
costly suite and bolts of clothe, in storage 
in the Wieboldt storeroom, belong to Schon- 
lau. Unfortunately for Mr. Schonlau, At- 
torney Rosenthal also represents the re- 
ceiver in investigating the Schonlau bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. 

Hope to Find Wieboldt. 

“The discovery that these two trunks are 
the property of Schonlau and that he is the 
man who cashed the Wieboidt checks for 
$135 last Tuesday was unexpected,“ said Mr. 
Rosenthal. “The supposition is that the 
clothes which were taken to the Wieboldt 
storeroom only a few days before the fire are 
a portion of the hankrupt stock of Schonlau. 
The secreting of assets in a bankruptcy pro- 
ceeding is a penitentiary offense. 

“If we can make Schonlau tell where he 
got the checks and what he did with the 
money it would throw much light on the 
mysterious disappearance of Wieboldt and 
explain whether or not he did commit sul- 
cide the night of the fire.”’ 


Schonlau Quits Town Suddenly. 

Charles Schonlau Jr., 20 years old, said his 
father left home hastily Monday night about 
8 o'clock, “saying he was going to Indiana 
Harbor and might return Friday or Satur- 
day. 

A broker, Charles H. Weber, 18 Rookery 
bullding, testified that Wieboldt lost $5,700 
recently in cotton and coffee speculations 


with his firm. 
The hearing was continued until tomorrow

Original Salary Request Reduced. 
The original request of the high school 
teachsrs had been for a starting salary of 
$1,000, but Louis F. Post held out for $860. 
Jane Addams, Dr. Cornelia Dé Bey, Wiley W. 
Mille, and Herbert L. Miller managed to fit 
their ideas together well enough to permit 
the resolution finally to go through. 

The matter is to be submitted by President 
Miller of the High School Teachers’ club to 
the executive committee of his organization 
on Thursday, to see how the action of the 
Post subcommittee is received. He is to re- 
port back to the next meeting of the subcom- 
mittee, which is set for Friday afternoon, 


Finance Committee Prunes with Ax. 

The finance committee of the school board 
met in the afternoon and used the pruning 
knife to such an extent that Supt. Cooley 
said:

The money which will be available was 
estimated at $12,500,000. It was agreed that 
the appropriation for high school teachers 
shall be $569,645. The appropriation for even- 
ing schools is $18,235.

Negro Mixed in Dates by Senators. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—The hearing on 
the Brownsville affair, in which negro mem- 
bers of the Twenty-fifth infantry are charged 
with having “shot up the town, was re- 
sumed before the senate committee on mill- 
tary affairs today. The session began with 
former Sergeant Harris of company D still 
on the stand under a sharp fire of cross- 
questioning by Senator Warner. The sena- 
tor’s questions related .argely to the time 
when the soldiers were summoned to roll 
call and inspection. 

Harris could not state definitely the time, 
but said that it was early in the morning. 
It might have been half past 6, but it was 
nearly dark. 

Senator Lodge stated that the records of 
the naval observatory showed that the sun 
rose at Brownsville on Aug. 14 at 5:27 a. m. 

Harris said that the men generally com- 
plained because they were compelled to enter 
saloons by the rear doors. He wanted, he 
said, the American right of going where 
he pleased.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 5.—The fishing schoon- 
er Morning Star, which arrived yesterday, re- 
ported that on Saturday last it passed the 
Norwegian steamer Nanna, with a broken 
shaft, five miles south by east of Seal island, 
near Cape Sable. The Nanna’s captain re- 
quested Capt. Dwyer of the schooner to send 
aid as soon as he reached port.

Go to Rescue in Schooner. 

Atlantic City. N. J., Feb. 5.—Capt. Mark 
Casto, hero of the Cherokee, risked his life 
again today to save lives imperiled by the 
pea. 

A four masted vessel, believed to be one of 
the Reading ratlroad's steel barges, was 
sighted by the government life saving crew 
at the Atlantic City station drifting help- 
lessly nearly four miles from shore before a 
furious northeast gale. No signs of life were 
visible aboard. The government life savers 
made no attempt to reach it. 

Capt. Casto, knowing that these boats 
usually carry a crew of three men besidés a 
captain and a cook, called his crew and asked 
for volunteers. Every man stepped forward. 

The schooner Alberta cast off and made 
for the mouth of the inlet. Hundreds of per- 
sons on the board walk watched the little 
craft beat its way through the waves. 

With the fourth attempt Casto got a line 
to the unknown ship. Those on shore saw 
sails raised on the strange craft, and, run- 
ning before the storm, the vessel, with the 
Alberta alongside, disappeared down the 
coast. 


CZAR LEADS IN RUSS ELECTION. 


Returns from Two Provinces Show That 
Government Has Won—Peasants 
Left Far Behind. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 5.—Both the gov- 
ernment and the opposition have scored a 
victory, according to the election returns for 
all classes of voters from the first two 
provinces. 

The constitutional democrats and the rad- 
ieals will have a cleat majority in the 
provincial electoral college of Astrakhan, 
which chooses three members of parliament. 
The monarchists and the Octoberists have se- 
cured the supremacy in the province of 
Kaluga, which returns five members. 

Returns so far received show the election of 
1,406 peasant and urban landowner electors 
out of a total of 6,072 for the provinces of 
European Russia. Of these 871 are mon- 
archists, 151 Octoberists, 201 moderate pro- 
gressives, 228 constitutional democrats, 249 
radicals, including 22 social democrats, and 
18 social revolutionists, and 206 unclassiffed.

WEALTHY ORIENTAL MAY CAUSE 
INTERNATIONAL OONTROVERSY. 


Action of Police at San Antonio in 
Taking Into Custody Number of the 
Mikado’s Subjects on Charges of 
Vagrancy, When They Are Declared 
to Have Plenty of Money, Arouses 
Action of Rich Counstryman— 
Threatens te Appeal te Consul. 


Ban Antonio, Tex., Feb. 5.—An interna- 
tional controversy is now threatened as a re- 
sult of the arrest of a number of Japanese 
by the police department of this city on 
charges of vagrancy in spite of the fact that 
nearly all of them claim to be employed and 
all of them have money. Thus far none 
has been fined on that charge by the judge 
of the police court, but he has dismissed many 
ofthem. The Japanese are arrested by direct 
order of Mayor B. Callaghan. 

L. S. Mogi, a wealthy Japanese resident of 
this city, said: 

“The police continue to make arrests al- 
mogt every day. I don’t know what they 
charge the Japanese with. I don’t know 
why they arrest them unless it is to win the 
negro vote. I telephone to police head 
quarters every night and find if there are any 
of my countrymen in jail and then I go and 
get them. I do not have to pay any fine or 
bond for them. I have not yet heard of the 
Japanese being mistreated in the jail, and 
they do not complain, because they do not 
know what it is all about or that their rights 
are violated when they are deprived of their 
liberty. 

“If this continues indefinitely I will have 
to appeal to the Japanese consul, and if I 
hear of any Japanese being mistreated I will 
appeal to the consul immediately to have 
‘these apparently purposeless arrests 
stopped.” 


U. S. OFFICIAL FALLS 300 FEET. 


Consular Agent Garbe Meets Death in 
Algeria While Crossing High 
Bridge. 


CONSTANTINE, Algeria, Feb. 5.—Antoine 
Felix Garbe, the consular agent of the United 
States at Bona, met his death here last night 
upon his arrival from his post. Mr. Garbe 
was crossing the bridge which spans the 
river Rhummel when he fell into the water, 
800 feet below.

Then the senate judiciary committee this 
afternoon went still further and resurrected 
for the governor the state deposit bill, which 
had been thought to be pedcefully resting in 
its long slumber, patched it up a bit, and 
voted it out again with favorable recom 
mendation. © 

This bill, which authorized the state trend 

r to place state funds out on interest in 
danke to be selected by a state deposit board, 
composed of the governor, treasurer, and 
auditor, had run afoul of obstacles a coupleef 
weeks ago and had to be sent back to the com- 
mittee to save it from being killed. 


Amend Original Bill. 


Thereupon State Treasurer Smulski pro- 
eceded without the aid of the legislature to 
make contracts with four Chicago banks for 
the deposit of state funds, the state to get the 
interest. The senate now shows a disposition 
to pass the bill amended to strike out the 
clause which would have relievéd the state 
treasurer from responsibility for funds placed 
out in accordance with the direction of the 
state deposit board. Senators Jones, Chafee, 
and M le had taken the original bill and 
doctor up with several amendments and 
in its amended shape the judiciary committee 
by a vote of.14 to 7 reported it out again. 

There still is considerable opposition to it, 
but the most vehement objections have been 
removed by the amendment which preserves 
the responsibility of the state treasufeér for 
the money wherever it may be deposited. 
One amendment provides that the deposi- 
tories selected by the state deposit board shall 
be national banks doing business in the state, 
state banks, or trust companies incorporated 
under the laws of the state. 

Barlier in the day, when the senate in ses- 
sion disposed of the other two propositions 
Senator Chafee mildly objected to.the appro- 
priation bills and Senator Humphrey mildly 
questioned B. A. Eckhart’s right to two ap- 
pointments, but with the objections recorded, 
the senate voted unanimously to give Mr. 
Deneen what he wants. 

Mr. Hunphrey found Mr. Eckhart’s name 
twiee in the list of appointments to be con- 
firmed, once as west park commissioner and 
again as railroad and Wfrehouse commis- 
sioner.

Chafee Defends I. C. 

Mr. Chafee's objections to the IIlinols Cen- 
tral appropriations were explained with the 
expenditure of more words, but withott any 
different effect. He said he would be better 
satisfied if the senate appointed a commit- 
tee to take up the claim against the railroad 
and see how it could be settled. He allowed 
that the [linois Central was an extremely 
good road, patriotic and willing to do its 
public duty. He feared that the state was 
getting nothing but a law suit in the present 
procedure. 

Suit has been brought before the legis- 
lature acted on these appropriation bills,“ 
he said. ‘‘I suppose the governor and attor- 
ney general had a right to bring sult, and 
have a right to ask this legislature now to 
give them money to prosecute, but it occurs 
to me it is a large amount of money to hand 
out. 

1 understand the bill has a saving clause 
providing that only so much as may be nec- 
essary shall be spent.

Here is a law suit involving $5,000,000 
between the state and a company: that is per- 
fectly willing to settle on any basis that is 
fair. There once was a law suit started by 
some woman down in New Orleans about 
some land fifty or sixty years ago. Her 
lawyers died, lawyers on the other side died, 
the court died, everybody died except the 
claimant. 


Fears Death Will Intervene.

Offers Blind Pig Bill. 


Senator Brown introduced in the senate 
the “ blind pig "’ bill which the Evanston au- 
thorities drew up and which was given to the 
house last week by Representative Levere. 
Senator Chafee presented a fellow servant 
bill to the effect that the fact that employés 
may have been guifty of contributory negli- 
gence shall not bar recovery where his or 
her contributory négligence was slight and 
that of the employer gross in comparison.“ 
It also provides that the fact that an employé 
has been connected with any insurance or- 
ganization ed by an employer shall 
not constitute a bar to recovery of damages. 

The house heard in appropriate silence the 
reading of a letter in which Congressman 
Theodore Burton of Ohio, chairman of the 
rivers and harbors committee, expressed his 
opinion of the statesmen who would pass 
condemnatory resolutions without being in- 
formed on their subject, and in which he ex- 
pressed the hope thet the next time the 
Illinois legislature endeavored to mold na- 
tional legislation it would not allow itself 
to be imposed on by outsiders, but would pro- 
ceed with some regard to the facts in the 


case. 

This advice was listened to meekly and in 
the proper spirit, members of the house re- 
joicing that their zeal had been tempered 
before the resolutions got entirely out of 
their grasp and that nothing reflecting on Mr. 
Burton’s motives had been sent to Wash- 
ington. 


Bill to Aid Shippers. 


Among the bills introduced in the house 
was one by Behrens to prevent discrimina- 
tion between shippers in the furnishing of 
cars. It gives the railroad and warehouse 
commission authority to hold public hear- 
ings when complaint of discrimination is 
made and to lay down rules for the future 
distribution of cars. 

Representative Hope introduced a bill, the 
game being presented to the senate by Hall, 
providing that certain medicinal prepara- 
tions now on the market under copyrighted 
names shall be excluded from the law pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of adul- 
terated or misbranded commodities.

THANES TO THE COUNCIL. 

Presumably Mayor Dunne will veto tho 
traction ordinances. They embody the 
ideas set forth in his letter to Ald. Werno 
when the local transportation ‘committee 
took up the traction question the last 
time. They should be acceptable to him. 
Perhaps they would be if it were not that 
he thinks he sees an opportunity to be re- 
nominated and retlécted by fighting them. 
Mayor Dunne has been playing cheap 
politics at the expense of the peace and 
comfort of the people. 

The vote tor the ordinances Monday 
night indicates that they will be passed 
ever a veto. The council has thus far 
acted bravely and intelligently, only thir 
teen aldermen were false to their con- 
stituents Monday night. The others, un- 
moved by the threats and abuse of brawi- 
ing fanatics and tricky politicians, voted 
as their sober minded constituents wish 
them to. It is to be hoped they will all 
stand firm to the end. 

It is most desirable that the prospective 
veto should be overridden. Then there 
will be something tangible for the people 
to vote on in April. It will rest with 
them to say whether a method of settling 
the traction question which commends 
Itself to all intelligent and unprejudiced 
men shall become operative or whether 
the question shall remain open to bewilder 
and harass a new council and the commu- 
nity. 

The ordinances will be virulently and 
falsely criticised during the campaign. 
The demagogues will how! and shriek in- 
cessantly that they are “a base betrayal 
of the rights of the people” and that the 
safety of the community depends on vot- 
ing them down and putting in office the 
men who are attacking them. The cus- 
tomary promises will be made that if that 
program shall be carried out “ immediate 
municipal ownership” will diess the city 
and there will be a seat for every passen- 
ger in the municipal cars. 

The voters have been fooled before. 
They have learned in the hard school of 
experience and of wretched street car 
service that the promises of Mayor Dunne 
and his helpers are no. more substantial 
than thistledown. If the voters shall be 
fooled again they may as well be given up 
as incurable.

When the question of good 
versus abominable street car service shall 
be put squarely before the people they 
surely will have sufficient intelligence to 
vote right.

The fact that a public carrier has given 
In the main efficient and satisfactory serv- 
ice is not a. uffleing reason why its de- 
ficiencies should be overlooked when for 
a time it neglects the interests of its pa- 
trons and its own obligations to the peo 
ple. If the Northwestern Dlevated ral, 
road has educated the public along its 
line to an expectation of almost perfect 
accommodation, then the more reason why 
it should live up to its own standards in 
every possible way. 

Accidents will happen, and often acel- 
dents are unavoidable. In such cases the 
public is considerate and disposed to make 
due allowance. But when a railway com- 
pany falls back on the stupid policy of 
secrecy or ignorance of its employés, gives 
out no intimation of trouble on its line, 
permits passengers to pay their money 
and crowd the cars with uo idea of im- 
pending delay, although it ie known at 
the company’s headquarters that an ordi- 
nary journey of twenty minutes is likely 
to be protracted well into two hours, the 
company exposes itself to the severest and 
most deserved criticism. This has been 
the reprehensible policy of the North- 
western Elevated since the first tleup last 
Saturday night. 

There is no reason why the employés 
at the loop and all other stations should 
not be acquainted at once with the con- 
dition of affairs along the line. The pub- 
lic has the right to know what it is going 
to get for the money proffered and se 
greedily accepted. Every agent of the 
company should be in a position to tell, 
and should be required to tell, the patrons 
of the line that a delay is unavoidable 
and that he pays his money and boards 
the train at his own risk. It is the gross- 
est imposition, as evidenced both Satur- 
day and Monday night, to load passengers 
on the trains and keep them stalled or 
snailing along for two hours without the 
slightest information as to the cause of 
delay or the prospect of reaching their 
homes in ‘time even for a late dinner. 
And it is another impudent imposition to 
run alleged express service, allowing pas- 
sengers to permit local trains to go by 
while waiting for expresses, when it is 
known at the company’s offices that there 
is no express service, and that the trains 
marked “express” will merely tail along 
on the outside track behind the locals. 

All these sins the Northwestern Ele- 
vated has committed within the last 
three days, and is likely to continue to 
commit until it is plainly told that the 
policy will not be tolerated. For whether 
it is caused by mismanagement, Iindiffer- 
ence, or greed, the result ig the same, and 
the public exasperation is no less. A com- 
pany that has stood so well in the popu- 
lar estimation must take heed left it fall.

Today he controls half a dozen 
great ocean shipping lines, plying between 
England and the West Indtes, England and 
South America, and England and Africa. 
Shipowning is, however, only one side of his 
multitudinous interests, and he is also a 
banker and merchant in many commodities. 
He divides his time between Liverpool and 
London, where he has e house in Stratton 
street, just off Piccadilly, close to that of the 
late Lady Burdett-Coutts. However, as I have 
stated above, his principal service to humani- 
ty is his creation, endowment, and active di- 
rection of the noW world famed School of 
Tropical Medicine at Liverpool, which won 
for him the warm friendship of Joseph 
Chamberlain. Indeed, it was the latter who, 
while secretary of state for the colonies, ob- 
tained for him from the king the star knight- 
hood of the order of St. Michael and St. 
George. 

Sir Alfred is not only a level headed busi- 
ness man but has been most pronounced in his 
advocacy of the policy of promoting the 
closest friendship between England and 
America. He is also a practical philan- 
thropist and the kindest hearted of men. Un- 
der the circumstances, the interview with him 
cabled to this country last Saturday, and in 
which he indignantly denies and disproves 
the charges brought against him in connec- 
tion with the Jamaica earthquake, deserves 
friendly consideration.

Great Britain, besides those of its titled 
classes whose names are recorded in the 
pages of the Peerages and analogous 
standard works of reference, has a whole 
nobility of which no mention is made therein 
—namely: the great princes and the aristoc- 
racy of India, of Burmah, and of the Straits 
Settlements. Attention is called to this fact 
by the announcement of the death the other 
days of Sir Sayed H Khan Bahadur, 
nawab of Murshidibad, ameer of Omrah, and 
grand cross of the order of the Indian em- 
pire. This distinguished native was accorded 
by the British crown the status and title of 
„ premier noble of Bengal.“ 

Tracing his descent direct from the Prophet 
Mahomet, and from the rulers of Yemen in 
the early days of the Moslem faith, he be- 
longed to the famous family which shared in 
the Mohammedan conquest of Bengal. After 
the fall of Suraj Daula at Plassy its head was 
recognized by the British government as na- 
wab nizam of Bengal, Bahar, and Orissa. The 
late Sir Sayed succeeded to these honors on 
the death of his father in 1882, when a fresh 
settlement was made of the honors and es- 
tates, whereby Sir Sayed was invested with 
the rank of premier noble of Bengal,“ the 
hereditary title of ameer of Omrah, and of 
Nawab Bahadur, to be borne by the senior 
of his descendants entail male. He is suc- 
ceeded in his honors by his son, the the 
Nawab Asaf, who represented Bengal at the 
coronation of King Edward in 1902, and who 
is a graduate of Trinity college, Oxford, as 
well as a member of the legislative council of 
Bengal.

It is the loyalty of these great nobles and 
princes of India which enables England to 
retain with a relatively small handful of 
troops the control of her vast Indian empire, 
with its teeming population of 800,000,000. 
Under the circumstances, the English people 
should know something more than they do 
about the names, the identity, the lineage, 
and the history of this dusky aristocracy, 
which in point of blue blood bears comparison 
with most of the noble houses of the British 
peerage. “ Burke ahd Debrett would 
do well, therefore, to consider the advisa- 
bility of publishing an appendix to their pres- 
ent works of reference, furnishing the infor- 
mation in question, which is assuredly of 
more importance and interest than the names 
of the ridiculous Maltese nobility that now 
find a place in their pages.

It is difficult to realize that the old countess 
de la Perouse de Bonfils, who died the other 
day at the Hotel d’Albertas at Aix, at the 
age of 91. had been dandled as a child on the 
knee of the first Emperor Napoleon at St. 
Helena. She was born there, where her 
father, Gen. Count Montholon, was one of the 
little band of devoted retainers who were 
prompted by sentiments of devotion to Na- 
poleon to follow him into his captivity, and 
on the occasion of her baptism was held at 
the font by the exiled emperor. She was 
about 8 years old at the time of the latter's 
death, and during the last two or three years 
of his life had been his constant companion 
and playmate. For Napoleon, with all his 
faults, was passionately fond of children, and 
found in her presence some consolation for 
his separation from his son, the ill fated duke 
of Reichstadt, a separation which was, of all 
the hardships, the one which he felt most 
cruelly at St. Helena. 

The countess was married twice, her first 
husband having been a Breton nobleman of 
the name of count de Conidic. Her second 
husband was count de la Perouse de Bonfils. 

It is to her father, the count de Mantholon, 
that the world is indebted for some of the 
most interesting reminiscences of Napoleon's 
life and death at St. Helena, and it is greatly 
to be regretted that the quantities of addi-

Mr. Heyburn’s resolution provides for a 
special committee of five senators to investi- 
gate the reorganization of the Northern Pa- 
cific railway property to ascertain what title 
and estates are owned by tie corporation. 

Mr. Heyburn believes that if an investiga- 
tion be made it will establish the power of 
congress to act as he suggests. His resolu- 
tion goes further than the interstate com- 
merce commission has proposed. For some 
months agents of the commission have been 
obtaining preliminary data which will eha- 
ble the commission to establish facts re- 
garding the relations of the Great Northern 
and the Northern Pacific. *
